HE foregoing was written in strict compli- 

T ance with one of the principles of humorous 

writing as enunciated by Dr. Guthrie in his 
interview with the newspaper writer. 

“In writing humorous matter it is. not essential 
that facts be adhered to,” he said. ~“It is. usu- 
ally advisable, if not absolutely necessary, to sub- 
ordinate the facts in order to obtain the atmos- 
phere of humor. -So long as the distortion of 
facts injures no one, it is admissable, even praise- 
worthy.” 

In reporting his interview the writer has at- 
tempted to apply this principle. At the outset 
he said to himself: “I will not be hampered’ by 
facts. Away with facts. Give me a few good 
drafts of humorous atmosphere.” 

This explains the yarn about the undertaker 


and the switched cards. It didn’t happen that 
way at all, but, as the professor himself intimat- 
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ed, a plain recital of the facts would not have 


been nearly so humorous.

It enables counties and cities to regulate their 
levies according to their own needs and author- 
izes the General Assembly to raise State revenues 
on other selected objects of taxation of more gen- 
eral character. Voters should remember that this 
amendment and the Seventh, “providing for a 
State road tax,” ate ineonsistent. Amendment 
No. 7 should be scratched. Its object can more 
readily .and equitably be gained by the Fifth. 

_ The Highth,, known. as the Subway Amend- 
ment, affects only cities of 100,000 inhabitants 
and over—St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph. 
It will enable either ‘of these cities. to increase 
their indebtedness whenever it is ordered by two- 
thirds of the qualified voters, for the purpose of 
constructing subways to be owned -exclusively 
by the city for the transportation of persons, 
freight or express. The design is to enable the 
city to escape from the present condition of con- 
gestion in surface travel by establishing under- 
ground lines which shall be forever free from the 
control of monopoly of the sort that now contro] | 
the surface lines.

The officers ‘of the union 
Say_he promised to make up the short- 
age, but he did nothing toward it, and 
Friday. evening .a warrant .was sworn 
out for his pte 


Few Hourw Sleep 
Schuster lived with his wite on the 


d floor ‘at €639 Hancock avenue. 
Deputy Sheriff Thomas went there yes- 
terday waorning with a warrant to arrest 
him. Schuster had worked until 2 o’clock 
the night before laying the wall of a 
turinel at the Anheuser-Busch Brewery. 
He got up te go to work again.and was 
leaving the house at 8 o'clock when th:> 
officer met him at the gate and told 
him why he had come. Schuster asked 
te be permitted to step upstairs for a 
moment. The officer let him go. To 
reach the upper floor he had to go into 
the back yard and up a stairway. As 
he turned the corner otit of sight of the 


dropped the bottle to the ground. Then 
he climbed the stairway, and, without 
a word to his wife, went into a front 
room and dropped upon a bed. His 
wife smeHed the'acid and surmised what 
he had done.

MMA GOLDMAN, leader of an- 
archy, whose speech and 
actions have shown nothing 

but defiance and hatred of what we 
term law, she who has been called the 
red-mouthed enemy of law, has more 
laws in her own heart than Black- 
stone ever recognized, and she obeys 
the laws she knows as proudly and 
willing as all “respectable” people 
obey our man-made laws.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Approxi- 
mately 707,372 American citizens are can- 
didates for offices to be filled at the 
election next Tuesday. This is ex- 
clusive of Messrs. Taft, Bryan, Debs, 
Chafin, Hisgen and the others who, in 
popular speech, are candidates for the 
presidency. It is also exclusive of can- 
didates for township schoo! directors and 
men aspiring to rule over their fellows 
as officers of municipalities. Were they 
to be included the.total would run well 
on toward an‘even million patriots ready 
and willing to give up some part of 
their private business. affairs in order 

the public work might be done. 

an, Taft, Hisgen, Chafin, Debs and 
the other so-called presidential candi- 
dathes will not get a vote. Their names 
will not appear on a single ballot, un- 
less, unknown to the restjof the world, 
one of them should be a candidate for 
some office to be filled by direct vote 
of the people. The presidency is not 
in that class. 

It is not really necessary that the or- 
dinary voter should - participate in the 
election of a President and a Vice-Pres- 
ident. It would be competent for the 
states to choose their presidential 
electors in some way other than now 
used. The Legislature of each State is 
authorized to indicate how its presi- 
dential electors shall be appointed. 

Michigan’s Experiment. 

Michigan a number of years ago di- 
rected that electors be chosen by dis- 
tricts, in the same manner as members 
of the House of Representatives. Were 
that the rule the presidential campaign 
would be a fight to control certain dis- 
tricts in each State instead of a ma- 
jority of the voters in a State as a 
whole as is the case now. Because of 
the electoral system, t..e men popularly 
sald to be r-nning for the presidency, 
strictly speaking, are not before the 
voters at all. 

Approximately 14,200,000 votes may rea- 
sonably be expected to be cast for the 
six tickets bearing the names of. the 
parties that have put forward candi- 
dates for the presidency. That estimate 
is based upon the single fact that Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan has shown a Ca- 
pacity for getting the voter to ine polls 


excelled only by that of the late Wil-| 


liam McKinley and President Roose- 
velt. 

When Bryan was the Democratic can- 
didate 12 years ago he made such a vig- 
orous fight in his own behalf that 13,- 
924,099 voters went to the polls. Four 
years later an even larger vote was 
polled, the total running up to 13,959,653. 

Parker Ran Behind. 

Judge Parker as a standard bearer 
chilled the enthusiasm of Bryan Demo- 
crats to such an extent that while Pres- 
ident Roosevelt got a vote exceeding 
that of President McKinley’s best ef- 
fort by more than 400,000, Parker fell 
more than 1,250,000 behind Bryan’s best. 
The total four years ago was but 1i3,- 
610,708, a falling off from that of 1900 of 
448,000. 

The army of candidates, more formida- 
ble so far as numbers go than that ever 
brought into the field at one time, is di- 
vided into classes as follows: 

Presidential electors, 1144. 

Candidates for Congress, 1144. 

Candidates for State officés,. 1036. 

Candidates for county offices, 70,368. 

Candidates for township offices, ‘633,- 
680. ‘ 

‘It is known positivety that there are 
1144 candidates for Congress. It is a 
fair assumption that a party that has 
gumption enough to nominate candi- 
dates for Congress has spirit sufficient 
to cause it to place electors in the field. 
Therefore it is not a violent assumption 
to say that the number of candidates 
for the honor of being chosen a presi- 
dential elector is equal to the number 
that aspires to be sent to the so-called 
popular branch por the national. law-mak- 
ing body. 

37 States Choose Officers, 

State officers will be chosen in 87 of 
the 46 states. The ones that will not 
choose State officers are: Arkansas, 
which elected them on Sept. 18; Georgia. 
which balloted on Oct. 7; Kentucky, 
which will wait until 1911; Louisiana. 
which had hers on April 21 of this year: 
Maine, on Sept. 14 last; Oklahoma, which 
last fall settled her local affairs un- 
til November, 1910; Vermont, which act- 
ed on Sept. 1 last; Virginia, which will 
not vote on local matters’ until next 
fall, and Wyoming, whose next election 
will be two years hence. 

Because not every one of the parties 
with a candidate for the presidency has 
nominated a full State ticket, it has 
been deemed the part of conservatism to 
estimate that there will not be, on an

The Rev. John Baltzer Has 
Occupied Its Pulpit ‘for 
Thirty Years. 





Beginning this morning and lasting all 
week, there will be a dual celebration 
at the Zion German Evangelical Church, 
Twenty-fifth and Benton streets, in joint 
commemoration of the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the church, and 
the twenty-fifth year of the Rev.’ John 
Baltzer’s service as pastor of the 
church. 

This church, one of the oldest of any 
denomination in St. Louis, was founded 
in 1868, and its present home was erected 
in 1873. Ten years later the Rev. Balt- 
zer became pastor of the church, and 
today he will round out a quarter of 
a century in that pulpit. 

This morning there will be a special 
service in honor of the founding anni- 
versary, and tonight the services will be 
devoted to the celebration of the Rev. 
Baltzer’s anniversary. 

First Pastor to Preach. 

At the morning service the sermon wil] 
be preached by the Rev. Andrew Muel- 
ler, who founded Zion Church, and was 
its first pastor. He retired from the 
ministry some years ago. 

At the night service remarks will be 
made by Dr. Jacob Pister of Cincin- 
nati, general president of the Synod of 
North America of the German Evangeli- 
cal Church, the Rev.»F. Bauer of Web- 
ster Groves, president of the Missouri 
district, and the Rev. Jacob Irion, 
pastor of St. Paul’s German Evangelical 
church. 

When the church was founded it oc- 
cupied a small frame structute at Nine- 
teenth and Conde streets. Conde street 
is now Montgomery. When the present 
church was built, the congregation in- 
curred a $35,000 debt. Under the pas- 
torate of the Rev. Baltzer this has been 
paid, and a $25,000 addition to the church 
has been erected. It now seats 1000 
persons. 

This morning 50 new members will be 
taken into the church. | 

Has Confirmed 1500 Persons. 

In 25 years the Rev. Baltzer has con- 
firmed 1500 persons, increasing the mem- 
bership from 8 families to 255. 

Tomorrow night the Young People’s 
Society will have an _ entertainment. 
Tuesday night the church will receive 
the. election returns. Wednesday night 
there will be a. concert. Thursday aft- 
ernoon the women will have a social and 
luncheon. The’ week’s celebration will 
end Friday night with a smoker for the 
mon. 

The anniversary celebration is under 
the direction of committee composed 
of Charles Niemeier, chairman; Julius 
Weiss, John Wissmath, Rudolph Ahrihg, 
William Samel, George E. Hofmann and 
Edward Diekmann. Adolph  Baltzer, 
son of the pastor, is organist of the 
church, and has arranged a special 
musical program for this morning and 
tonight.

WASN’T BADLY SCARED 





Says She Used to “Climb 
Some” and -That Spout 
Looked ‘Good to Her. 





The most remarkable escape fn the 
fire which damaged the Frankenthal 
Building, .817-819 Washington avenue, ‘at 
noon yesterday, endangering the lives 
of more than 300 girls in the employ ‘of 


the Paul E. Wolff Shirt Co., and other 
firms occupying the building, was that 
of Miss Leah: Summerfruit, 19 years 
old, of 2207 North Twelfth street. 

Miss Summerfruit graphically described 
her novel and thrilling escape to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch. She said: 

“There were 150 of us girls working in 
the laundry. The fire started on the 
sixth floor, which is unoccupied, but it 
Was not discovered until it came. up 
through the laundry room ‘floor. 

Tells of Thrilling Experience. 

“My first thought was that. there 
would be an awful rush for the ele- 
vators, so without waiting to see what 
the others did, I ran to a west window 
and jumped out on the roof of the ad- 
joining building. That was about ten 
feet, as the building is six stories high. 

“When I got out on the roof I smashed 
the skylight with my heel and dropped 
to the sixth floor. I ran down the stairs 
to the second floor, and there the stair- 
way changed, and I could not find it. 

Waterspout Looked Good, 

“T ran to a rear window. I could not 
see the fire escape, but I did see a metal 
waterspout. That certainly looked good 
to me. I used to climb some when 1 
| was a little girl. | 

“I got out on the ledge, grabbed that 
waterspout with both arms, and went 
down—you know how. 

“I was not hurt a bit, and did not 
want to faint. Men in the rear said I 
was the first girl out of the building. 
That's all there is to it.’’ 

Mamie Smith and Josephine Heflinger, 
4134> Marine avenue; Margaret Sweeny, 
3041 -Lucas avenue; Mamis Duerbach of 
Jennings, Mo., and two other girls fol- 
lowed Miss Summerfruit to the roof of 
the adjoining building, occupied by the 
Sanders Duck and Rubber Co., but were 
caught by James McDaniel, 3936 Vest 
avenue, manager of the Wolff establish- 
ment, and taken back to the elevator. 

The Rosenheim Building to the west 
is occupied by the Frelich Skirt Co. and 
other concerns employing girls. The 
Wolff Shirt Co. occupies all the east 


}side of the Frankenthal Building, and 


the seventh floor. of the west half, where 
‘their Jaundry department is located. The 
first floor is vacant. The second and 
third are occupied by the Isaac Epstefn 
Pants Co., the fourth fioor by the Ep- 
stein & Linsky Co., and the fifth by the 
Metropolitan Hat Co. In all, about 35v 
girls were employed in the building. 

The fire gutted fhe west half of the 
building, and the east half was badly 
damaged by water. The Rosenheim 
Building was somewhat damaged by 
water. 

Elevator Boys Save Girls. 

Homer Henry, 17, of 1 North Elev- 
enth street, and Howard.Hill, 16, of 2126 
Fair avenue, negroes, operated the ele- 
vators in’ the Frankenthal Building. 
Hill made 10 trips and Henry made 
eight, taking the girls to safety. 

McDaniel had a desperate battle with 
Kleanor Mason, who frantically tried to 
jump from a window.

caused me to fail behind in the pay- | 
ments, and for four months I was 
unable to meet the interest notes when 
they came due. None of the money 
which I had paid or which I afterwards 
paid was applied on the $18 principal. 
That still remained on the books against 
nre. 


“Drake dia not bother me about the 
interest payments on which I had de- 
faulted. He merely said than when I 
was ready to take up the principal note 
I would have to pay interest on the 
interest notes which I had failed to 
meet. The amount of those notes was 
$10. 

“After resuming my interest payments 
I continued to give Drake $2.50 a month 
until last March, when he told me I 
would either have io pay up the prin- 
cipal or make out a new note. 

Threatened With Suit. 

“The payment of the high rate of in- 
terest had kept me from getting any 
money ahead and I couldn't square up. 
Of course I had to agree to the making 
of a new note. It was for $41. 

“I protested and I was told that the 


1$23 which had been added to the original 


$18 represented the $10 interest ‘which I 
failed to pay soon after I borrowed the 
money and four years interest on that 
$10. I-could never see Drake himself 
but an empleye of his told me that I 
would have to stand for the $41 note or 
be sued. I told him to go ahead and 
gue.’ 

Drake could not be found when service 
Was sought. An employe testified that 
he thought the claim against O’Grady 
was a just one. 

‘**‘Well, I don’t,’’ said Justice Pfeffle;

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The publication in yesterday's Post- 
Dispatch of the law-breaking record of 
Felix (“Fish”) McAdams, . Democratic 
nominee for law-maker in the. Third 
Legislative district, caused widespread 
comment in political circles. 

That the Democratic ‘‘gang’’ leaders 
of the Third, Sixteenth and Twenty- 
second Wards blundered when they 
nominated McAdams was admitted by 
leaders at Democratic headquarters. 

Although the Miles-Brennan-Daley 
combination is sure McAdams can be 
elected, the leaders in other wards fear 
that his candidacy may affect the inter- 
est of other Democratic aspirants for 
legislative Monors. 

Friends of McAdams, however, say 
they will send him to thé Legislature 
by the biggest majority ever given a 
Democrat in this district, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he has served nine 
months in the Workhouse for larceny; 
another term of nine months in the 
House of Refuge for robbery, and that 
he has been arrested 22 times and con- 
victed several times of various offenses. 

McAdams’ - career covers a period 
of 10 years. The police say he 
boasted of his pull with the authorities 
and escaped punishment on several oc- 
casions through the influence of power- 
ful friends. Once Capt. Pickel of the 
North Market Street Station tried to 
convict Him of selling liquor without a 
license. 

Third Ward Resident, 

“Tt was impossible to make a case,” 
said the Captain to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “McAdams is a slippery fellow, 
and he can slip through anybody or 
anything.”’ 

McAdams has been a resident of the 
Third Ward, where glaring frauds were 


committed at the primary election. 
The Third District, in which he is 


seeking election as a member of the 
Missouri Legislature, is composed of 
Wards Three, Four, Five, and precincts 
2, 6, 7, 12, 13 and 14 of Ward Six; all of 
Wards Fourteen, Fifteen and Sixteen 
and precincts 1, 2 and 3 of the Twenty- 
second Ward. 

This district returned a Democratic 
majority of 6000 two years ago. In the 
recent primary, ‘Fish’ McAdams led 
all other candidates in the district. 

In the Third Ward he received 1570 
votes. Harry Walsh,, Democratic nomi- 
nee for Circuit Attorney, got 1559; W. 
S. Cowherd, for Governor, 1540, and

Since then Gebe has served a term in 
the Penitentiary; Horracks was defeat- 
ed for the Democratic nomination for 
the Legislature in the Sixth District, 
and Holden is serving a six-year term 
in the Sing Sing Penitentiary, New 
York.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Elihu’ Root, 
Secretary of State, spoke tonight in 
Durland’s Riding Academy in advo- 
cacy’s of Taft's candidacy for the 
presidency. His address had none of 
the spellbinder’s .appeal, but was 
more the cold, dispassionate © argu- 
ment of a lawyer. 

He gave eight reasons lowhy Mr. 
Bryan should not be elected Pres- 
ident.” Naming these reasons and 


elaborating upon them constituted 
the speech, no time being devoted to 
eulogy of Mr. Taft or of the Roose- 
velt administration. 

The speaker placed particular 
stress on the power of appointing 
Supreme Court Justices, which will 
fall to the next President, contend- 
ing that Bryan is unfit to do this, 
and not the man to place in such 
high position. 

In summing up, Mr. Root said: “T 
have now given eight specific ‘ tn- 
stances in which Mr. Bryan has be- 
come known to us as the advocate of 
measures which the plain, common 
sense of the business men of the 
country recognize as measures incon- 
sistent with the success of enter- 
prise and the safety of investment. 

Bryaun’s Eight Policies. 

“These specific measures are the 
free coinage of silver, initiative and 
referendum, the Government owner- 
ship of railroads, the enforeed guar- 
antee of bank deposits the arbi- 
trary fixing of railroad rates without 
inquiry into facts, the putting of 
trust-controlled articles on the free 
list, to the ruin of American competi- 
tors, the withdrawal of the pro- 
tective element in the American tar- 
iff, the requirement of Federal li- 
censes.”’ 

The address, in part, was as follows: 
‘The substantial question before us 
is what would be the effect upen the 
praductive enterprise of the country to 
know that Mr. Bryan’s views were to 
be made effective by the entire force 
of the National Government. Let us seek 
an answer to that question by recall- 
ing the views which he has expressed. 
Bryan Still for Free Silver. 

“T need not spend time over Mr. Bry- 
an’s devotion to the free coinage of sil- 
ver. He has omitted that from his 
platform this year, because it no longer 
affords a popular issue in the face of 
the logic of events which has disproved 
every prophecy upon which he staked 
his reputation for politica! wisdom in 
his campaign of 18%. But he has not 
abjured it. In his speech at Albany in 

1896, he said: 

“ “The Democratic party has begun a 
war of extermination against the gold 
standard. We ask no quarter; we give 
no. quarter. We shall prosecute our 
warfare until there is not an American 
citizen who dares to advocate the gold 
standard.’ 

‘‘At Knoxville, 10 years later, on the 
Bth of October, 1906, he said: 

“Tf there is anyone who believes that 
the gold standard is a good thing, or 
that it must be maintained, I .warn 
him not to cast his vote for me be- 
cause I promise him that it will not be 
maintained in this country longer than 
I am able to get rid of it.’

Speedy Maroons Vanquish 


Minnesota Eleven, 29 to 0! 


bp at 
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Stagg Plays Far Too Deceptive for Bulky 
| Gopher Players From : 


the North. 





CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—By the decisive 
score of 29 to 0, Chicago’s Maroons tri- 
umphed over their ancient and honor- 
able rivals from the University of Min- 
ensota today in a game which was re- 
plete with the brilliant possibilities of 
the modern game of football. 

Save for a few anxious moments in 
tthe first half, the result ef the game 
never was in doubt. In the opening mo- 
ments, with a strong north wind in their 
favor, the Gophers drove Chicago back 
into the shadow of its own-goal. Then 
a fumbled punt by the Gophers gave 
Stage’s men a chance to attack instead 
of defend. Opening up a galaxy of 
fast and varied plays, Chicago quickly 
put Williams’ warriors on the defensive, 
and from then on the Maroons were 
the aggressors. 


With a brilliant trick play which 
wound up with a forward pass to Page 
close to the goal line, Chicago scored 
its first touchdown within ten minutes 
of the start. It was a triple pass with 
the old criss-cross principle as the basis 
of its deception. 


‘Minnesota recovered from this surprise 
and started a grueling attack in which 
old-style football predominated. By 
hammering at the line, the Gophers 
drove Stagg’s men back and were close 
to tying up the game, but Chicago’s 
line stiffened and a penalty forced Min- 
nesota to resort to something desper- 
ate to regain lost ground. 

Steffen in 70-Yard Dash. 

A forward pass was attempted and a 
fumble gave Steffen a chance. Quick 
as a flash he scooped up the ball and, 
with an almost clear field, dashed 70 
yards across the goal line with. the 
whole pack of Gophers in full, but. hope- 
less, cry at his heels. 

Of these’ two touchdowns Schommer 
made only one goal, and the first half 
ended with the score 11 to 0 in Chicago’s 
favor. . 


Just before the intermission. arrived, 
however, the Maroons were on the de- 
ferisive at once. A terrific assault by 
Minnesota put the ball within five yards 
of the Maroon goal line. Here Stage’s 
line showed that it was made of steel, 
for although it had been under pres- 
sure, it suddenly refused to yield an 
inch and snapped back with a sudden- 
ness that hurled the Gophers off their 
feet. 

Taking the ball on their two-yard line, 
ithe Maroons quickly shot it out of dan- 
ger and never again were in trouble. 
The first half ended before -Minnesota 
could ‘get under way again, and thé sec- 
ond half was a steady walkover for 
Stage’s men. 

More Speed in Second. 

Quickenting their pace, the Maroons 
played all around their rivals in this 
half and with the constant use of the 
forward pass in bewildering variety 
scored three more touchdowns, from 
which Schommer kicked all three goal, 
compiling the final total; which fairly 
‘staggered the Minnesota adherents. 

Walter Steffen easily was the star of 
the game, not only because of his mag- 
nificent display of speed and individua! 
cleverness, but as Well for the splendid 
manner in. which he ran his team play 
in the second half. Time and time again 
the Maroon captain reeled off the 
snake-like runs for which he is famous. 
Covering anywhere from twenty to sev- 
enty-five yards every time’he got loose, 
the Gophers seemed to be helpless at 
times before this wizard of speed and 
dodging. Repeatedly he broke out of 
an apparently hopeless tangle of visit- 
ors, os CO to 
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Crowley was in every play and was the 
feature of the first touchdown made in 
the second half. 

Gopher Line Battered Down. 

Minnesota’s line, which appeared the 
stronger at the start, weakened slowly 
under constant punishment and at the 
end the Maroons easily were the superior 
team at every point. The Gophers sel- 
dom cut loose with modern plays of the 
risky style, but used an onside kick 
with considerable effect. . Minnesota’s 
efforts at forward passes of the short 
variety gained comparatively little 
ground when they worked successfully. 
McGovern and Atkinson were the stars 
of the Gophers attack and both of them 
were so completely worn out by their 
efforts that they had to retire from the 
battle in the middle of the second half. 

Pettijohn’s punting from position close 
behind the line was a feature and for a 
time fooled the Maroons, who failed to 
get back under the unexpected punts. 
The victory was Chicago’s third over the 
Gophers out of six games played be- 
tween the teams. Previous to today 
each team had two victories to its 
credit and a tie, and the ‘“‘Rubber” un- 
questionably belongs to Stagg and the 
new game of football. 

The crowd was unusually slow in 
gathering considering its size and the 
importance of the battle. Half an hour 
before the accepted hour only the or- 
ganized rooting’ bands were in their 
places. The rest of the big stands pre- 
sented the appearance of elevated sheets 
of fly paper. When the game began 
18,000 persons were present. 

Except for an occasiona] yelp silence 
reigned until it was broken by the en- 
trance of the rival corps of music mak- 
ers, Chicago's brass band was first on 
the scene, and was greeted with a burst 
of noise from the east stand as it 
marched around the gridiron while this 
bunch of noise was making —- mer- 
ry with “Go Chicago.”’ 

The Minnesota Band filed into the 

arena, and, as soon as its rival had 
completed -the opening exércises, start- 
ed’ some more excitement. The Gopher 
wind jammers, too, made the circuit of 
the field. and, as they neared their 
quarters in the side lines, the middle 
sections of the west starids broke into 
a blaze of old gold and’ maroon, 
“Form twenty minutes the bands and 
rooters kept themselves busy by hand- 
ing back and forth the usual guantity 
of ‘“S8ki-u Mahs” and “Go-Chicago” 
with numerous variations. There was a 
noticeable absence of the _ traditional 
amenities of such occasions. Yells ex- 
pressive of derision were more frequent 
than those of good feeling. This indi- 
cated the prevalence of the deep-seated 
rivalry between the two institutions,

Those who follow professional baseball or pro- 
fessional sports as a rule cannot understand why educational institutions re- 
strict their students to a playing period of four or three years; why a student 
ig debarred who accepts or receives monetary remuneration for the use of his 
athletic ability, and also why he must stand higher in his classes than his 
fellow. students in order to have the privi! lege of competing for his alma mater.

Associations Fighting Negro 
Invasion Urge Suport of 
Charter Amendment. 





Should the bond issue contemplating 
the purchase of the block bounded by 
St. Ferdinand, Cottage, Goode and Pen- 
dleton avenues, for a public park, carry 


next Tuesday, the Board of Education 
will abandon the present plan of build- 
ing a negro high school on the property, 
which it now owns. 

This assurance has been given by sev- 
eral members of the Board to Michael 
Mullen, president of the Northwestern 
Protective Association, one of several 


organizations which have been opposing 


the location of the negro high school 
in the neighborhood. 

The Northwestern Association, the 
Cote Brilliante Improvement and Pro- 
tective Association, the Twenty-sixth 
Ward Improvement Association, the 
Twenty-seventh Ward Improvement As- 
seciation and about 20 others in various 
sections of the city have pledged them- 
selves to get votes: for the bond issue. 

Cards explaining how veters may pre- 
pare their ballets so as to insure the 
adoption of the necessary charter 
amendment have been distributed by the 
thousand at political meetings and other 
gatherings during the lIast week. The 
membership of the associations are pro- 
testing against the selection of a resi- 


‘dential district as a site for the negro 


high school aggregates several thou- 
sands. 
Movement of Negro Families. 

The announcement that the school was 
to be built on Cottage avenue has at- 
tracted many negro families to that sec- 
tion of the city, Mr.. Mullen says, and 
this immigration threatens to depreciate 
property for a great distance on every 
side. 

“We don’t object to the negroes hav- 
ing a school,’”’ said Mr. Mullen, “but we 
contend that it should be nearer the 
center of the negro population. DPast 
of Garrison avenue, and from Morgan 
street to Walnut street lies the district 
in which the negroes: have’ their 
churches and other institutions. There 
are available sites for schools there, 
too. The School Board has an ideal par- 
cel of property in that section. 

“We feel that unless we can interest 
the genera] public in this fight the value 
of our homes—which is all most of us 
have—will be destroyed. 

Warns Other Districts, 

“Tf we are beaten the people of other 
parts of the city may be brought face 
to face with the same problem. For 
that reason they ought now to give us 
their votes.’’

ENGLAND VERY ANGRY 





German Ruler Took Credit of 
Plans for Ending War 
With Boers. 





BERLIN, Oct. 31.—Prince von Buelow, 


the Imperial Chancellor, today offered 
his resignation to Emperor William aft- 
er hearing of the publication in London 
of an interview with His Majesty for 
which the Prince ~-as made responsible. 

The Emperor prevailed upon. the 
Prince to retain his portfolio. In the in- 
terview Emperor William said he form- 
ulated all the military plans used by 
the English army in Africa, by which 
nation the Loer nation was crushed. 

Prince von Buelow’s explanation in 
the Norddeutsche Allegemeine Zeitung 
is as follows: 

“A great portion of the foreign and 
internal press publishes criticisms di- 
rected against His Majesty relative to 
the article in the London Daily Tele- 
graph. These criticisms are founded. on 
the assumption that the Emperor per- 
mitted the publication of the. article 
without the previous knowledge of the 
Government authorities responsible for 
the Imperial policy. This weil ws dostate is 
unfounded. 

Request Made Privately. 
“His Majesty was requested by a pri- 
vate Englishman for permission to pub- 
lish the interviews between His Majesty 
and King Edward, so that Anglo-Ger- 
man relations might be improved. ; 

The Emperor forwarded a manuscript 
with this purpose in view to the foreign 
office. The foreign office did not report 
anything objectionable in the contents, 
and publication thereupon followed. 

*‘When the Chancellor heard of the 
publication in the Daily Telegraph he 
became aware of the contents of this 
manuscript, and he explained to the 
Emperor that he personally had not 
read it, and that had he done so he 
would have hesitated and advised 
against its publication.” 


Story Rouses England’s Ire, 
‘LONDON, Oct. 31.—The Kaiser inter- 
view, wherewith the Daily Telegraph 
fluttered the European Chancellories, 
was procured, the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent hears, #y Baron Eckardstein, 


for many years the second secretary of 


the German Embassy here, who is in- 
timate with both the Kaiser and the 
proprietors of the newspaper. 

The interview is now classed as the 
crowning indiscretion of the Kaiser’s ca- 
reer. Everybody concerned has been 
strongly antagonized, not the least Er- 
gland, where the patronizing story about 
his . plan for ending the Boer war is 
keenly resented. France and Russia, of 
course, are bitterly angry at the Kai- 
ser’s attempt to shake their entente 
with England by raking up the interven- 
tion incident. 

The French efforts to prove that they 
were really England’s friends, not Ger- 
many, are pitiful when the ferocious 
animosity of France, even its brutal 
caricatures of the aged English Queen, 
is recalled. 

Katiser’s Plan Not New. 

Gen. Turner, who occupied a high po- 
sition in the British War Office during 
the Boer war, says they did receive a 
plan of campaign from the German 
general staff, but it was practically the 
same as originally framed for Gen. 
Buller, and departed from only because 
the British Government considered it of 
the highest political importance that 
Ladysmith be first relieved. As usual, 
all kinds of sinister motives are at- 
tributed to the Kaiser in giving out 
this statement now. The big navy azgi- 
tators say it is timed to induce the 
British Government to curtail its naval 
program for the next few years, which 
is now being framed. Others regard the 
publication as an underhand attempt to 
distract the attention of England from 
the promotion of the Germanizing 
schemes in the Balkans. 

There is nothing too patently foolish 
for them to believe about the Kaiser 
here, though at the same time they 
credit him with hatching schemes of 
statecraft which only a genius could ef- 
fectuate. The Kaiser’s real object was 
to remove misapprehension about his 
personal attitude to England, a well-in- 
tentioned idea, which his tactlessness 
has causd to eventuate in utter failure. 

The most sérious aspect of the affair 
for him is the growing feeling in Ge-- 
many that his indiscretion will gravel 
affect German trade with ‘France and 
Russia. German feeling was never so 
forcibly or determihedly expressed 
against him. He is more damaged by 
last week’s oonservate criticism than 15 
years of Socialist attacks.

SOME ARE GRAY HAIRED 


Women Are Eager to Answer 
When the Men Are 
“Stumped.” 





To qualify themselves for American 
citizenship, 150 men of voting age, but 
of alien birth and speech, are poring 
over children’s primers, three nights a 


week,,at the McKinley High School. 

Gray-haired fathers sit beside their 
sons and rise at the calling of their 
names to read, slowly and with fre- 
quent: need fer correction, sentences 
about “the red ball” and ‘the black 
cat.’’ 

Skilled artisans, some of them brought 
to the United States by their employ- 
ers because of especial talent or apti- 
tude, stand at the blackbodrd and 
strive for the teacher’s approval as they 
write, in cramped and jagged hands, the 
copybook maxims of the primary school. 

Rough-shod laborers, who have hurried 
to the school building from the track or 
the trench, peep furtively into the back 
pages of the books they hold, and won- 
der if they will ever be able to read the 
big words and the long sentences they 
see there. 

Women, some in the plain garb of 
housemaids, some smartly dressed and 
wearing jewelry, sit here and there in 
the classrooms, and lift their hands, 
eager to answer the questions of spell- 
ing or pronunciation that 
“stumped” the men. 


Youths There, Too. 

Youths, old enough to be kept from 
day school by the need of working, 
and of too recent arrival to have learned 
English, toil beside their elders, firm in 
the purpose to learn, before they reach 
the voting age, the things that ic aprienee 
voters must know. 

Four women and one man, the latter 
added to the teaching force during the 
past week, conduct the unique classes, 
which meet Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday nights of each week, from 7:30 
to 9:30. 

The enrollment has passed the 200 
mark, and nearly three-fourths of the 
members are men past 21 years of age. 

They come from most of the nations 
of Europe, from Syria, from Mexico, 
Brazil and Argentina. But so large is 
the number of Germans, or of those 
who have some knowledge of German, 
that all the teachers use that tongue 
when an English word is not under- 
stood. 


“Pane” in His Side. 
“Nein, nein,’’ exclaims Mrs. A. E. 
Hecker, as in her class, the most ad- 
vanced of the five divisions, a cabinet- 
maker, with fair hair and bristling 
mustache, writes: “I have a pane in 
my side.’’ 

“Nicht die Fensterschelbe, aber der 
Schmerz,” she tells the man, and, 
blushing pink at his mistake, ‘he rubs 
out the wrongly spelled word and writes 
“pain.” 

“Snow is easier than rain,” sh® reads’ 
from the blackboard, looking puzzled. 
“Ig that just what you meant to say?” 
she asks the well -dressed Hollander who 
wrote the sentence. 

‘Yes, easier, not so heavy,” 
man’s reply. 

“Ah, you mean lighter,” and the 
teacher proceeds to explain why 
“easier’”’ means ‘‘lighter’’ when speak- 
ing of work, but not when speaking of 
the thing worked with. 

In an adjoining room Miss Emma 
Toussaint, teaching the beginners, is 
showing them-where to say or write 
“an” and where merely ‘‘a.’”” Even 
harder ts the task of saying ‘‘the,” and 
there is a tongue-and-teeth drill in 
making the unfamiliar sound. 

Every question must be answered with 
an English’ sentence. ‘“‘What do you

GREENE CAUGHT 
ST, LOUISANS I 
OLDEN DREA 


Many Invested in Mining Com- 


pany Which Has Gone 
Into Bankruptcy. 

















Many St. Loulsans owned stock in, Col. 
W, C. Greene’s gold and silver mining 
in Mexico, 
which has gone into bankruptcy with 
enormous liabilities and but $1.48 in 
assets. Col. Greene is the spectacular 
Westerner, whe, when assailed several 
years ago by Thomas W, Lawson, in 
one of hig terrific broadsides, went to 
Boston to shoot the celebrated financier. 

George J. Kobusch of the St. Louis 
Car Co., was a stockholder and director 
in Col. Greene’s Mexico enterprise, but 
he disposed of his holdings before the 
collapse came, according to his friends. 
Mr. Kobusch is not now in the city. 

Col. Greene interested. not less than 
10,000 persons in his scheme to re-work 
abandoned mines in the inaccessible 
parts of Mexico. In glowing advertise- 
ments he pictured the wonderful wealth 
that was to be taken from these mines, 
and for a time his branch agency in St. 
Louis did a thriving business selling 
steck at $% to $7 a share. 

Couldn’t Pay Mine Tax. 


It appears from New York dispatches 
that Col. Greene, who operated for a 
time on Wall street, was not able to 
pay the Government tax on his Mexi- 
can mines, as the law required. The 
result was that his properties reverted 
to the Mexican Government. 

Col. Greene is now on his ranch at 
Cananea, Mexico. 

For a time the stock of his company 
sold as high as $10 a share, but finally 
dropped to $2 and then lost its value 
entirely. It is said that some of the St. 
Louls investors disposed of their stock 
before the crash came. 

Failed to Build Railroad. 

Col. Greene’s company controlled 116 
mines in Chihuahua and Southern So- 
nora, but they were inaccessible. He 
undertook to build a railroad to them 
through sections of country where the 
cost would have been as high as $18,- 
000 a mile. He failed to raise the neces- 
sary money to build the road, and his 
enterprise collapsed. 

His ranch and practically all of his 
wife’s property are heavily mortgaged. |

There have been practically no im- 
portant opérations in local wheat.

the destruction in the Santa Fe and

A statement of damage to 
this magnitude was regarded as rather 
silly ‘by the trade in general, but Eng- 
lish and continental markets responded 
in an excited manner at times and 
quite a scare was thrown into the 
shorts.

The situation is. still 
rather uncertain as a result of the 
bad start gotten and still more rain 
is needed but with the favorable: con- 
ditions that have now set in, a good 
sized acreage seems probable.

New York State Manager Is 
Proving Sincerity to Man 
He Fought. 








NEW YORK, Oct. 81.—All records for 


individual contributions to State cam-. 
paign funds have been broken this year 
by the subscription which Timothy L. 
Woodruff, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, has made to pay the 
expenses of re-electing Gov: Hughes. 
Mr. Woedruff’s contribution, which is 
made in the: nature of a loan to the 
committee, is reported in political cir- 
cles to have reached the sum of $57,000. 

It has been a matter of common 
knowledge for a month or two that Mr. 
Woodruff was financing the Hughes 
campaign en his account, but that he 
had gone into it so deeply is informa- 
tion which has reached only a few of 
his closer associates. Persons in close 
touch with the Republican situation 
have been given to understand that vir- 
tually the entire financial burden has 
been borne by the State Chairman from 
the moment that the campaign was 
launched until the present time. 

First Loan Unpaid. 

It is understood that Mr. Woodruff’s 

first contribution to the cause was §$20,- 


000, a sum similar to that which hej 


gave as a loan when Gov. Hughes was 
running for office two years ago. 

In connection with this latter loan it 
has never been made clear whether the 
Chairman was repaid by the State 
Committee. The general impression has 
been, however, that the $20,000 has not 
yet been forthcoming, and that Mr. 
Wooedruff has already added to the long 
Mst of expenditures which have come 
out of his own pocket since he has 
been the party leader in New York. 

Appeals for money which Mr, Wood- 
ruff has made this year have met with 
a far from. satisfactory response. Men 
who in former years contributed large 
sums to the State campaign have made 
only meager. contributions, while the 
subscribers of lesser degree have failed 
utterly to toe the mark. Mr. Woodruff 
himself has declared that the total 
contributions this year will fall far 
shert of the aggregate of $33,000 re- 
celved by the State Committee two 
years ago from 30,000 persons. 

Receiving Little Money. 

Mr. Woodruff’s contributions, made 
from time to time and having a re- 
ported total of $67,000, are understood 
also to have the same string to them 
that his subscription of two years ago 
had. The money has been turned over 
to the State Committee, as a loan, with 
the understanding that it will be repaid 
when the necessary funds have been re- 
ceived. 

No figures have yet. been given out 
by Mr. Woodruff regarding the entire 
amount which he has received up to the 
present time to conduct the campaign, 
but it Is believed in many quarters that 
it Is not more than $100,000 if that much,

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To Save Millions by Changing. River’s Channel 


N ELABORATE plan for the pro- 
tection of Kansas City, Mo., 
and Kansas City, Kan., against 

the floods that have done such enor- 
mous damage ‘here and attracted the 
attention of the country at various 
times during the past few years has 
now been prepared. It was recently 
presented to the Intercity Flood Con- 
gress at Kansas-City by H. N. Pharr, 
an engineering expert, and proposes 
the digging of a new channel for the 
Kaw River. Cont*ary to what is quite 
generally believ*4. the Kaw and not 
the Missouri RI -er has been responsi- 
ble for most of .be damage done Kan- 
sas City by the flo ds. 

Expert Pharr would begin by 
the straightening and changing of the 
river channel it « point about four 
miles west of where it empties into 
the Missouri. He estimates that the 
total cost of the project will be $16,- 
751,100, and thai a saving of $2,500,000 
can be made by the reclamation of 

present .nannel of the Kaw, 
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leaving the estimated net cost $14,- 
251,100. 

Two routes for the new channel 
of the river ar- stiggested in the 
plans, one of waicl would require 
the relocation- of the Union Pacific 
and Rock Islaid railroad ya:ds at 
Kansas City, at a cost of about $1,- 
600,000. The other route would do’ 
less damage t. rai'road properties, 
but the expense of digging the chan- 
nel would be greaicr, because it would 
run along the Dlusfs end. require more 
excavation. 

The diffieulties involved in handling 
the railroad situation will be only 
the beginning. Mr. Pharr’s plan esti- 
mates that the ‘*ork can be done in 
three years. Before une yard of earth 
can be moved, bow: ver, a coriplete 
survey must b* made and estimates 
prepared, Then Co. gress must pass 
a law permittirs the diversion of the 
river from the pesent channeJ.

Department must approve the plans

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The majority of women followers of 
Bahai are distinguished for musical, 
literary, poetical or other tempera- 
mental gifts. One of the most noted 
of its adherents is Geraldine Farrer, 
the prima donna. In Chicago the 
leaders include Mrs. Lillyan Shaffner, 
novelist and dramatist; Mme. Ragna 
Linne, a well-known soprano; Nellie 
E. Cox, author, ‘and Dr. Susan Ar- 
mody, Mrs. Eva Russell, Mrs. A. B.

WORK TO BEGIN SOON 


Although no date has been set for 
the breaking of the ground, the work 
will be begun before the first of the. 
year, and it will be such a work aa 
has never before been witnessed in 
this country. But a few days ago, a 
woman worshiper carried from her 
home on the South Side, 10 miles 
away, to the site in Wilmette, walk- 
ing all the way, the first stone to be 
laid in the foundation. 

The history of the cult, as told by 
the devotees, reads like chapters fron 
the “Arabian Nights.” 

The title of Babi, or Bahai, is de- 
rived from the Persian word “Bab,” 
meaning gate, and typifying “Gate of 
Faith.” It was assumed by the found- 
er of the sect, who was Seyed Mo- 
hammed Ali. He was born at Shiraz. 
about 1824. Persia is the least strict- 
ly Mohammedan of all the Mohamme- 
dan countries, the prophet Moham- 
med himself occupying a secondary 
place to his successor, Ali, and the 
latter’s sons, Hassan and Hosein. 

It ‘was in Persia that the mystical 
philosophy and poetry of the Sufis 
took root. The Sufis, while affecting 
profound respect for the externals of 
Mohammedanism, dissolves the: lat- 
ter’s rigid Monotheism into Panthe- 
ism. Babism is one of the schools 
of Sufism. 

The founder of Babism made his 
first appearance abéut 1843. On re- 
turning from a pilgrimage to Mecca 
he published a diary of his travels, 
with a new commentary on the Ko- 
ran. He proclaimed himself to be 
the forerunner of “he whom Gol 
would manifest.” 

The Babi was soon engaged in a 
serious controversy with the regular 

ohammedan clergy. whom he freely 
condemned. The latter obtained a de- 
cree from the Government forbidding

him to imprisonment. From this time, 
while the Babi was ostensibly silent, 
his followers began to grow in num- 
ber and his teachings to spread _ in 
secret. He laid aside the title of Babi 
declaring himself to be the Nokteh, 
that is, not merely the recipient of a 
divine revelation, but the focus to 
which all previous dispensations con- 
verge. 

Fresh proselytes were gained. One 
of the leading converts was Mollah 
Hussein Boushrevieh, who became a 
powerful exponent of the doctrine. 
Another leading apostle was a gifted 
woman, Zerryn Taj (Crown of Gold), 
who, in defiance of Mohammedan tra- 


ditions, became a leading exponent 
and teacher of the sect. She was 
known among her followers as the 
“Consolation of the Eyes,” from her 
loveliness. A third prominent aposile 
was Mohammed ali Balfouroushi. 
The endeavor of the authorities to 
suppress the sect led to civil war. 
Hussein constructed a fort in Mazour- 
duan, where he defeated several expe- 
ditions that were sent against him. 
Hussein was at last killed in battle 
and his followers put to death. This 
was in 1849. Balfouroushi, with his 
principal adherents, perished in the 
city of Zendian, after an obstinate de- 
fense, in May, 1850. Meanwhile, the

ecution of Babi himself, who was im- 
prisoned in the fortress of Cherigh, 


but later was removed to Tabriz.

The 
disciple was killed, but the bullets 
only cut the cords which bound the 
Babi and he fell to the ground.

One billion five huhdred milifon 
dollars is the amount believed to be 
hoarded in ..uia.

Upon arrival there, 
Raha Ullah made a declaration to the 
world in the form of letters to the 
kings and rulers of the earth, in 
which he declared to all his divine 
mission. Here in Acre he lived and 
taught until he died, tn 1892. 

While during the ministry of Baha 
Ullah he gave his teachings and spir- 
itual instructions, yet during that 
time his cause was not explained and 
established in the world in genera! 
To this end he commanded his fol- 
lowers upon his ‘departure to turn 
their faces toward his son Abbas Ef- 
fendi as their spiritual guide, the ex- 
plainer of his teachings, the one who 
would establish his cause in the world 
and the one upon whose shoulders his 


‘mantle should fall. 


Abbas Effendi, who was born in 
1844 and until recently a state pris- 
orer in the town of Acre, makes but 
one claim for himself—that of service 
in the path of God. He signs himself 
Abdul Baha Abbas, which means

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An Extraordinary Engineering Feat 


traordinary feat of mechanical 

engineering in an extraordinary 
way in Paris. It became necessary to 
isolate the electric plant in the Rue 
Saint Roche from the houses that ad- 
join it, because of the incessant tre- 
mor which its vast dynamos sent 
through these houses. The founda- 
tions and the facade were continuous 
masonry, but the side walls were sep- 
arate.
